Hon. Sir J. Austen Chamberlain, K.G., 
M.P.,”’ painted by’ Mr. I. M. Cohen for the 
hall of the Cordwainers’ Company, occupies 
a corner of the gallery. Sir Austen, in garter 
robes, presents a very brave appearance. The 
head is remarkably good, and the artist has 
been fortunate in securing an expression often 
worn by his subject when matters of im- 
portance are toward. 


Mr. F. Cadogan Cowper has a number of 


lovely portraits of beautiful ladies, mostly 
painted in gowns of shades of red; bat in 
Paola and Francesca’’ he has a subject 
picture replete with colour and appeal. The 
colouring 18 almost too beautiful to be real, 
though the brush work is perfect. Francesca 
wears a gown of black and gold brocade, aud 
by her side is a cloak of scarlet velvet, the 
pile of which seems to be the actual thing.

CHANGING THE GUARD. 

In Gallery VII. the first picture to catch 
the eye is “The Return of Commanders 
Byrd and Bennett from the North Pole by 
Aeroplane to Spitzbergen;”’ by Mr. F. W. 
Stokes. It is a wilderness of snow and ice, 
magnificently suggested, with a few fur-clad 
figures watching an approaching plane. Mr. 
is. J. Lamorna Birch has a number of paint- 
ings of Cornish scenery, -several of them 
taken from the district around the quaint 
little cove of Lamorna, but the most charm- 
ing of them is, perhaps, “The Cornish 
Riviera,’’ with the fairy-hke St. Michael's 
Mount in the middle distance. 

The portrait of “Miss Fay Compton,” by 
Mr John B. Soutar, is likely to be a very 
popular picture. Miss Compton is depicted 
in riding kit, and makes a most attractive 
subject 

‘‘ Changing Guard at Buckingham Palace.” 
by Mr. Fred Roe, is a stirring picture of 
the Grenadier Guards. marching out of the 
great gates of the Palace, with an admiring 
crowd on either side. The faces of the 
soldiers are splendidly drawn, and the many 
types and characters in the crowd are also 
most effective. 

Gallery VIII. has “Jane Shore,”” by Mr. 
Stephen Reid, a painting of pageantry and 
colour round the kneeling figure of the 
wretched Mistress Shore making penance in 
the street. Behind her stands the Duke of 
Gloster in crimson and gold, surrounded by 
spearmen in scarlet, while a crowd of citizens 
ga with curious eyes on the spectacle, Mr. 
‘eid has caught an atmosphere most success- 
fally. and the picture is a great success. 

“Mrs. Roger Pilkington,” by Mr. John 
Wells, is one of the most striking of the 
portraits this year, for it, is most  dis- 
tinguished and graceful in form and colouring. 
A tall, dark lady stands in an easy position 
against a table. Clad in a dress of soft fawn 
colouring, she. is accompanied by two 
magnificent hounds, which lie at her feet. 

“The L.N.E.R, Musical Society at Queen's 
Hall,' by My. Frederick W. Elwell, is one cf 
those pictares which attract attention, 
though they are frequently lacking in ‘any 
great artistic merit. This is a case where the 
artist has risen superior to the somewhat 
commonplace surroundings. His work is a 
fine picture, and a.complete portrait gallery. 

. THE GEM ROOM. 

Gallery IX., commonly known as the Gem 
Room, is not as well filled as usual, but it 
contains a number of beautiful little paint- 
ings. Mr. Joseph Farquharson’s “ Lupins,”’ 
Sir David Murray's “White” Sands of 
Morar,” a eouple of child portraits by the 
late Sir Luke Fildes in “The Son and 
Daughter of Captain Wentworth Reeve,” 
all attract attention. 

Gallery X. has a huge portrait of the Duke 
of Connaught as Grand Prior of the Order 
of St. John of Jerusalem in the British 
Realm, by Mr. Edward C. Dingli. ‘“‘ Chris- 
topher, son of M. G. Woods, Esq.,” by Mr. 
Ralph Peacock, is a repetition of former 
triumps by this artist. A small boy is posed 
against a background of marvellously painted 
woodwork. ‘‘Svilata Avati and Augali Sen, 
daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Rimsod Sen,’’ by 
Mr. Frank O. Salisburv. is one eo; the most 
beautiful pictures in the Academy. Three 
young Hindoo ladies in saris of black, gold 
and green, most gracefully posed, form the 
subject, and the artist has treated it with a 
care and restraint beyond praise. 

Gallery XI. is devoted to the modern 
school, and contains some examples of out- 
standing merit, as well as a few which strike 
the spéctator as something ‘more than extra- 
ordinary. ‘*Calves, Horsham Market,” by 
Mr Bainbridge Copmall, is interesting; 
since it depicts animal life. in  con- 
ditions usually not depicted. ‘‘ Dressing 
for the Ballet,’’ by Laura Knight, is a very 
powerful study of a semi-nude girl sitting at 
a table before a mirror. She wears tights 
to the waist, and the moulding and painting 
of her body is very fine. A dresser, who 
might be the mother of the girl, sits at the 
table, and her almost Puritan dress offers a 
complete contrast to the abandon of the 
dancer. ‘‘Leaving the Ark,” by Miss 
Marian Ellis, is a curious pasting, It has 
a medley of animals, birds, beasts, and fishes 
outside the ark, with a human being here 
and there. 

“ Miss Chaseley on the Undercliff,” y 
Mr. Maxwell Armfield, is a portrait of a 
lady sitting on a seat at a seaside place. It 
is a remarkable study of character of a lady 
of middle age. In the background some 


younger women are seen passing up a lane. 


Tt is somewhat quaint, but extremely 
interesting. } 

“ Morning, ' by Mrs. Dod Procter, a study 
of a sleeping girl, is a most uncommon work. 
A girl, partly draped, lies sleeping on a bed 
in the reflection of the early morning light.

SUPERANNUATED CLERGY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—A bill marked “No. 1” on the 
apes for the General Synod of the Church 
of Ireland will be by the Archbishop 
of Dublin, on beha of the Representative 
Church Body, to amend the provisions of the 
Constitution of the Church of Ireland, Chapter 
XV., which relate to the superannuation of 
the clergy. The bill is divided into six 
sections. The first four sections of the bill 
propose minor alterations and additions. 
Section 5 proposes that in Clause 12, Chapter 
V., a new sub-clause (e) shall be inserted 
after, sub-clause (d). Section 6 proposes that 
a new clause shall be inserted after Clause 31. 
These proposed additions to Chapter XV., 
marked 5 and 6 in the bill, will require the 
very careful and serious consideration of the 
members of the Synod. 
The bill, as drafted, proposes to arm the 
Representative Church Body with inquisitorial 
and arbitrary powers which will enable that 
august body to inquire into the present 
financial position of the unfortunate clergy 
who most reluctantly were compelled to 
resign their benefices under Chapter XV., 
Clause 8, Sub-clause b, owing to ‘‘ permanent 
disablement by infirmity from the due dis- 
charge of their ministerial duties.’’ The 
gae “oige of the clergy who received annuities 
under Clause 8b of Chapter XV. were in- 
cumbents of small parishes, with compara- 
tively short service, and were, therefore, only 
qualified under Clause 8, Sub-clause b, to 
receive a very small annuity. Excluding the 
annuitants under the Irish Church Act, there 
are at present fifteen clergymen who are 
annuitants under Clause 8, Sub-clause b, re- 
ceiving annuities under £100 per annum, the 
amounts ranging from £63 to £95 per annum. 
There are dbs forty-six annuitants receiving 
annuities of £100 and under £200 per annum. 
Very few, if any, of these men have any 
private means, and it was utterly impossible 
for them to accumulate any savings out of 
their small stipends. Many of these 
annuitants are to-day living a very precarious 
existence; some are in poverty and want. 
They were compelled, when no longer able to 
Hacharge the duties of their ministerial 
office, to atcept a starvation allowance. 
This bill does not propose to inquire into 
the deplorable financial condition of these 
annuitants under Clause 8, Sub-clause b, with 
the object of assisting them in their poverty 
and distress. The bill will simply and con- 
Veniently ignore them. If an inquiry had 
been proposed to be carried out for the pur- 
pose of assisting the annuitants who are in 
straitened circumstances, it would have en- 
listed the sympathy of every member of the 
Synod. Those who know something of the 


hardships and privations of the annuitant 


clergy who retired under Clause 8, Sub- 
clause bh, during the past twenty years would 
have rejoiced if a lead had been given to the 
Synod by the Representative Church Body 
through their sponsors with the object of 
trying to relieve the present unfortunate 
ha oí our brethren who, through no 
ault oí their own, were divorced from their 
work, which was very dear to them. 

The Archbishop of Dubiin, however, is 


pledged to lead the Synod in quite another 
direction—-to persuade the Synod that the 
Representative Church Body should be em- 
powered to require an annuitant to furnish a 


full account of any income or remuneration, 


with the expreas object of depriving him, in 
whole or in part, of the small retiring annuity 
which, under Clause 12 of Chapter XV., is 


‘payable to him during life.” It is not a 


proposal which is likely to catch the imagina- 
tion of the Synod; for it is an attempt to 
break faith with these men. 


The inference to be drawn from the bill is 


that possibly there are one or two of the 
annuitants unable for any ministerial work 
whatever, who have, nevertheless, succeeded 
in obtaining some secular work in education 
or otherwise, and have thus surmounted for a 
short time their financial difficulties. All 
honour to them for the splendid struggle they 
have made to provide themselves with the 
necessaries of life. Perhaps, in their new 
Hang of work they are indirectly assisting 
t 


e dear old Church of Ireland which we all 


love so well. It is difficult to understand 
why they should be penalised for trying to 
live. They should be treated with more 
generous consideration than the bill contem- 


lates, which, if passed: by the Synod, will 
vecome a blot on the Constitution of the 


Church of Ireland. If the superannuation 
fund requires additional capital to enable the 
Representative Church Body to treat the 
annuitants of the Church more generously, 
then they should appeal, as they did over 
twenty years ago on behalf of the auxiliary 
fund. So far as I know, no appeal has ever 
been made on!behalf of the fund,-and it is 
not a matter for surprise that no legacy has 
ever been ueathed to it. 


The Free State reduced the pension of the 


old age pensioners throughout the Free State. 
The Synod, I am sure, will not follow that 


example by withdrawing, in whole or in part, 

any of the annuity guaranteed to our aged 

clergy who to-day are incapacitated for the 

discharge of any ministerial duty.—Yours, 

ete., J. PIRRIE CONERNEY.

EGYPTIAN ARCHZOLOGY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin, —May I draw the attention of those ot 
your readers who may be interested in the 
progress of archeological excavations in the 
Near and Middle East to some facts which 
may move them to take a practical share in 
the work of the explorers of own nationalities, 
who, year after year, excite our astonishment 
by the results of their labours, especially in 
the land of Egypt? We are, 1] am afraid, too 
ready to accept all that is being done, while 
ignoring the fact that the cost is great and 
that without money the astonishing story of 
ancient civilisations could never have been 
told. No Government aid is received, and it 
is entirely on private generosity that the 
explorers must depend, 

While other countries are fully awake to 
the urgency for carrying on the work, the 
people of our own are lamentably apathetic. 
America stands first in generosity. The 
American School of Classical Studies in 
Athens, which has been conducting a series 
of most fruitful excavations at Corinth, has 
done so without any fear that money will not 
be forthcoming: and now the same Society 
has received noble gift of no less a sum 
than £100,000 to carry on excavations at the 
Agora. In Italy Mussolini has just announced 
that the Government will undertake the 
further excavation of Herculaneum. A sad 
contrast to these lavishly assisted enterprises 
is the state of affairs in some of the fields of 
British exploration. The excavations at Ur, 
the city of Abraham, had to be abandoned 
before the end.of the season for lack of funds.

domestic badings Heretofore the knowledge 
fof how the mi and aristocratic classes. 
were housed was scanty in the extreme; but 
now the revelation has come, and it is a, 


surprising one. The modernity of the 


planning and building of their houses is strik- 
ing. The multitude of rooms-reception halls, 
dining rooms, family loggias, winter a 

summer parlours, bedrooms and bathrooms-- 
is astonishing ; and kitchens and gardens were 


not forgotten. All combine to tell of the 


comfort, not to say luxury, in which life was 
spent in this mushroom city, which. at most 
existed for some thirty years. 

Nor is this all. We now know, almost in- 
timately, the personalities of some of. the 
dwellers. Here is a little vignette~one of 
many. A certain Panehsi, an impottant 
official who held several posts—for they were 
shocking uralists in those days-—was, 
amongst other things, a priest and superin- 
tendent of the King’s oxen. This high-placed 
civil servant had two houses, one official, the 
other private. The first was provided with 
big kitchens and fireplaces, and the explorers 
anearthed quantities of bones, especially leg- 
bones, of oxen—sufficient evidence of the 
aldermanic feasts which in his official 
capacities he had to supply. His private 
house was designed for comfort, with d 
bedrooms and bathrooms, and sarscandid tes 
storerooms, kitchens and gardens. Moreover, 
we know some particulars of his household. 
He was a widower, with one little daughter, 


and his house was managed by a “ beloved 


sister,” who was a widow, wi 


girls. They appear to have been a happy 


family, undisturbed by the presence of 
mothers-in-law. Such was a household as it 


existed 1,400 years before the Christian Era, 
and this is but a small fragment of the story 
which the Egyptian Exploration Society has 
re-written. So extensive are the ruins that’ it 
is calculated that it will take ten years to 
accomplish a complete. clearance of the. site. 
This is the fascinating work ‘which is in 
danger of closing down for want of funds. 

About a year ago some friends. in Dublin. 
who were interested in the work which. the 
Society then had in hand—riz., an attempt 
to solve the enigma of the mysterious so- 
called “ Grave of Osiris” at Abydos—kindly 
contributed to the fund then needed. They 
have the satisfaction of knowing that their 
sr AN fruitful, as the problem of the 
building and the builder has been definitely 
settled. We ¢annot all be explorers, but we 
can all take an interest and practical share in 
their work. We cannot all dig, but we can 
beg, and in this cause, the advancement of 
research, there is no need for shame.—Yours,

Str,—In -<ural districts we are visited 


periodically by ladies who instruct us in the 


useful arts of cookery, dressmaking and 
butter-making, and we derive very great 
benefit from this instruction.

_ FORK LORE. 
It was by this, adjutijcator’s suggestion that 
the Folk Lore Competition was started this

He said that the 
children’s knowledge of folk lore matter was 
pretty extensive, although they had not had 
a long time to prepare for the competition. 
Some of. them seemed to have assimilated 
it from very many different sources. It did 
not appear to have been included definitely 
in the schol programmes, and none-of the 
children seerned to have been instructed. in 
it with a view to scorimg in the competition. 
Their knowledge of it seemed to come more 
within the sphere of what might be related 
to literary ¢riticism than the mc to re- 
cite the tales and poetry of which folk lore 
sí made up. They seemed to have graspe 
the underlying morals of the tales, and their 
zeneral subject-matter and atmosphere. 

Mr. Sugrue expressed a wish that this sub- 
ject should be tákón up more definitely in the 
schools: in the first ‘place, bécause it was our 
own folk lore, and also because of its cul- 
tural value in the education of the rising 
veneration. "There was no reason why the 
children of our land should be ‘confined in 
this respect to ‘‘ Litthke Jack Horner” and 
‘Jack and Jill,” and the tales of Hans 
Anderson and Grimm. In Scandanavia and 
Denmark. patriotism and the whole frame- 
work of the State derived much from this 
source.

In 
future millions of the British race will 
people this land in numbers surpassing 
the mother-land; and, standing resolutely 
for those principles of freedom and justice 
upon which the Empire is based, who can 
foretell how great may be the part our 
nation will play in the years to come? 

To-day we look back and renew our 
faith by remembering what has been 
accomplished; thus ve will strengthen 
ourselves for the greater accomplishment 
that lies before us.

NOT SIGHTED OFF 
IRISH COAST. 


APTAIN Nungesser surprised his 

& rivals who are planning to fly the 
Atlantic by starting from Paris yes- 
terday morning at 5 o'clock on a non- 
stop flight to New York. 
His plan was, after reaching the 
coast of Normandy, to fly across the 
English Channel to Start Point, 
thence over Plymouth, across Corn- 
wall to Trevose Head. Skirting the 
South coast of Ireland by the Fastnet 
lighthouse, then over the Atlantic, 
going north-west to longitude 30, his 
route was due west along latitude 54, 
nearly as far as Newfoundland.

ALL-NIGHT HUSTLE AT 
AERODROME. 


AN EXCITING START, 


From Revrer’s Corresponpent. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

Dramatic thrills enlivened the start, at 
5.20 this morning, from Le Bourget of 
Captain Nungesser’s bold attempt to fly 
from Paris direct to New York without a 
stop in his plane, White Bird. 

The spectators held their breath, when 
Captain Nungesser abruptly ended his 
farewells with a curt “ When you like” 
to the ground assistants. The propeller 
was pulled round and started off with a 
whirr. 

For a minute the engine was speeded 
into a deafening roar, and then the 
‘machine slowly began to move over the 
ground. A slight side wind was blowing 
at the time and proved by no means help- 
ful. As the big machine bounced along 
the ground the question on everybody's 
lips was—would Captain Nungesser suc- 
ceed where Captain Fonck (whose 
attempted. start from New York last year 
ended so tragically) failed, and manage 
to take off with a dead weight of 24 tons? 


NEAR THE TREES. 


The machine began to speed-up, and the 
tail rose, only to fall again. The throttle 
was opened up until the machine was tear- 
ing along at a terrifice pace. Again the 
tail was seen to leave the ground, and 
once again it dropped. By this time the 
White Bird was getting dangerously near 
the ‘trees that abound the aerodrome. A 
second later cheers rang out as it was seen 
that the wheels were leaving the ground. 
By a superhuman effort the pilot forced 
the machine up and soared over the tree 
tops, and gradually disappeared into the 
haze. 

According to M. Levasseur the machine 
took off over 1,000 yards from the starting 
point, and only 16 yards from the broom 
which traverses the field. At the moment 


of taking off, he says, the machine was 
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travelling at a speed of over 110 miles an 
hour. 


A QUICK DEGISION. 


The decision to start at dawn this morn- 
ing was taken at a conference held in the 
Paris Meteorological Office at 8 o’clock 
last night. While the conference was 
sitting Paris was visited by a thunder- 
storm. 

Before Captain Nungesser arrived, the 
director of the office told Coli, the naviga- 
tor, that the atmospheric conditions were 
exceptionally favourable, and that the air- 
men would have the wind behind them for 
1,600 miles. Towards Newfoundland con- 
ditions would not be so good, but beyond 
they would again become favourable, The 
storm in Paris was purely local. 

“1 believe,” the director said, “that it 
will be a long time before you get such 
conditions again. It is for you to decide,”’ 

According to the Matin, which gives an 
account of the conference, Coli answered : 
“T will take the responsibility of taking 
the decision to start.” At that moment 
Captain Nungesser came in, and Coli told 
him that they were starting. 

“Ts all ready? Is your mind made up?” 
asked the Captain. “ Yes,” was the reply, 
“all right.” 

“ Agreed,” said Nungesser, and the two 
shook hands. 


ALL NIGHT HUSTLE.

HEAVY CASUALTIES 


REPORTED.

| PEKING, Sunday. 
The greatest Chinese battle since the 
defeat of Marshal Wu Pei-fu near Chin- 
wangsto in 1924, appears to have been 


fought in Southern Honan with 
an indecisive result, Thirty thousand 
Southerners, under the command of 


General Tang Shen Chi, have been en- 
gaged with. the Northerners, under 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s son, for several 
days. 7 
Although the arrival of 2,000 wounded 
at Hankow led to reports that the 
Southerners had suffered defeat with 
probable casualties of 8,000, the fact that 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s Peking head- 
quarters makes no mention of the battle, 
causes the belief that the Northern forces 
have suffered greater losses. 

Foreign reports state that the position 
of the Northern troops is at Suiping, 548 
miles southward of Peking, and 70 miles 
north of Hsingengchow (where the battle 
began). 

As neither the Northerners nor the 
Southerners permit newspaper correspon- 
dents in the fighting aea, it is impossible 
to furnish accurate details, as the area 
has long since been evacuated by 
foreigners. 


BRIDGE PROBLEMS. 


ais MEL 
FINDINGS OF THE SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE. 


The Special Committee appointed by 
President Cosgrave to consider the Port 
and Docks (Bridge) Bill, 1927, have pre- 
pared a report in which they express the 
unanimous opinion that, if the proposals 
in the bill are combined with the proposal 
to erect a transporter bridge at Guild 
street, other proposals for dealing with 
traffic problems will not be prejudiced, 
but that they would fear this result if 
the bill were allowed to pass without this 
addition being secured. 

Evidence was heard by the Committee 
of the increasing volume of traffic, 
especially in the east end of the city. 

In coming to the unanimous decision 
they wero influenced by the following con- 
siderations that :— 

The proposal to erect g bridge at Moss 
street was the only proposal which would be 
rae by the 0 sals in the Bill. 

e Moss street bridge would not be much 


more helpful to an inner circular route than 
the enlarged Butt Bridge. 

The transporter bridge at Guild street 
would be in line with the outer circular route. 

The effect of the circular routes would be 
to tend to draw off traffic from the centre of 
the city. 

The cost of the transporter bridge would 
be relatively small, probably about £40,000, 
and could be ne Bi in such a way as to 
permit easily of the extension of the facilities 
offered by it, if traffic increases were to 
require this extension.

city was becoming inereasingly important, 
and would divert much traffic from the centre 
of the city. 


If the powers of the police were extended 


it would possible to ensure a large use of 
this circular route. 


“The evidence as to traffic difficulties 
may be summarised as follows,’ says the 
Committee :— 

‘There is one main artery for traffic 
between the north and the south sides of 
the city—viz., that which runs from 
College Green via Westmoreland street, 
across O'Connell Bridge into O'Connell 
street. -This stream of traffic cuts at 
O’Connell Bridge right across the stream 
of traffic running along the quays from 
east to west or west to east. Further- 
more, a considerable portion of the traffic 
from the port, say thirty per cent., is 
bound for some destination in the south- 
western area of the city, and this has to 
get across the main north and south 
stream. 

“The bulk of it is slow and finds its way 
via Butt Bridge and Tara street across 
College Green. In fact, most routes con- 
verge towards the heart of the city and 
across the river, either by O'Connel! Bridge 
or Butt Bridge, the former of these taking 
roughly two-thirds of the traffic and the 
latter one-third, 

“Lack of bridges makes the use of 
circular routes practically out of the 
question. The growth of ‘bus traffic is 
intensifying the evil, and complete con- 
gestion has only been avoided by withhold-’' 
ing sanction for through ’bus traffic from 
one side of the river to the other. How- 
ever, this has involved the north side of 
the river being a terminus for ’bus routes 
to the north, and the south side a similar 
terminus for ‘buses running to the south, 
entailing great difficulties as to the park- 
ing of "buses on each side of the river and 
consequent congestion there. Through ’bus 
traffic must come, and come soon. 

“A census of traffic taken in 1923 
showed that about 9,000 vehicles crossed 
Butt Bridge in ten hours. They passed in 
an almost continuous stream, and of these 
about 5,000 were horse-drawn commercial 
vehicles. The narrowness of the bridge 
(carriage way 18’ 6”) and the steep 
gradient (one in thirty) over it and the 
narrowness of Tara street combined to 


variously estimated at from 40 to 60 per 
cent., came from along one side of the 
river, crossing over the bridge, and went 
back along the other side of the river. 

“ In reference to Butt Bridge itself, the 
engineer of the Port and Docks Board 
stated that the centre portion of the 
bridge, being of steel, fifty years old, and 
out of sight, was a grave source of anxiety 
to him.

EARTHQUAKES IN 
FLOODED AREA. 


NEW TERROR FOR THE 
REFUGEES. 
——.- 
From “Tur Times “ CoRRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORK, Sunday. 
There were slight earthquakes yesterday 
between 2.20 and 2.35 a.m. in the area, 


| three hundred miles in diameter, which 


has New Madrid, in the south-eastern 
corner of the State of Missouri, as its 
centre. | 

Shocks were felt as far as Carbondale, 
in Illinois, and in Missouri, in Kentucky, 
in Tennessee, and also in Arkansas and 
Alabama. 

No one was hurt, and material damage 
was very slight, but among the flood 
refugees in Arkansas apprehension of a 
new disaster, especially to the levees, 
terrified hundreds. Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, and Forest City, Arkansas, where 
there are 10,000 refugees in tents, were 
partly flooded by violent rains, and a few 
buildings were blown down by high winds 
near Clayton and in Tunica County, 
Mississippi, but there was no loss of life. 


GRAVE ANXIETY. 

_ Although there are no new flood develop- 
ments in Louisiana, the situation at 
Bayou des Glaizes and along the whole 
line from Alexandria, on the Red River to 
Donaldsonville, on the Mississippi, con- 
tinues to cause the gravest anxiety. 

Rivers are rising everywhere south of 
Natchez, except at New Orleans, where 
there has been another fall of one-tenth 
of a foot in twenty-four hours. Engineers 
continue to widen and deepen the Poydras 
opening, where the gap is now more than 
700 yards wide. Predictions are hazardous, 
but officials of the Weather Bureau assert 
confidently that New Orleans has now 
much more than an even chance of 


} escaping a break in the levee. 


HELP WANTED. 

Mr. O. H. Simpson, the Governor of 
Louisiana, reported yesterday that 18,000 
persons must have immediate assistance. 
For the necessities of these, and as part 
aid for the remaining 220,000 persons who 
have had to leave their homes and farms 
in the thirteen parishes (counties) already 
flooded, and for the inhabitants of the 
seven ofher parishes which are partly 
flooded, $700,000 (£140,000) is needed at 
once,

NEW ORLEANS, Sunday. 

The great Mississippi flood is now on 
the last lap of its devastating journéy to 
the gulf. Slight earthquakes and storms 
at Memphis and other towns in the flooded 
area are giving rise to the fear that the 
dykes may break and add to the peril. 

Reports from Arkansas state that minor 
earthquakes were felt in that State, but 
no damage is reported. Anthrax is re- 
ported to be attacking the cattle in 
Louisiana, and herds numbering. 55,000 
are menaced. 


Thirteen parishes in Louisiana, in- 
volving 4,882,520 acres, are already 
reported to be flooded. Seven more 
parishes are reported. to be in great 


danger, while more than 85,000 people 
are in dire need of ‘food and clothes. 
Thousands of others in the flooded valley 
need financial aid. 

More than a thousand refugees are still 
trapped on the Louisiana dyke, and 
‘frantic appeals are being sent out for 
boats, as the crest of the Mississippi floods 
is menacing the whole delta.

200 ARRESTS. 


GERMANY'S “WAR- 
GUILT” DENIED. 


BERLIN, Sunday, 8 p.m. 

Thanks to the elaborate precautions of 
the police, “Steel Helmet’ Day in 
Berlin has, up to the present, passed off 
quietly. Clad in their semi-military 
uniforms, with bands playing military 
airs and their flag flying, between seventy - 
thousand and eighty thousand members ol 
the Stahlhelm (“Steel Helmet’’) League, 
of whom about 80 per cent. were ex- 
soldiers, most of them wearing all their 
war medals, were reviewed this afternoon 
by their leaders in the Lustgarten, the 
large open space in front of the. ex- 
Kaiser's palace, from the balcony of which 
the former War Lord used to show him- 
self to his faithful subjects. 


PUBLIC NOT IMPRESSED. 
Only a few hundred were allowed in 
the Lustgarten itself, and these included 
the Duke of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, the former 
Duke of Albany, a couple of generals and 
numerous ex-officers in uniform. 

The general public, which took a very 
lukewarm interest in the whole affair, was 
strictly kept to the side streets by strong 
forces of armed police. 

After the eighty thousand _ steel 
helmeters had assembled, sharp words of 
command rang out, and they lined up 
four deep while their leaders passed 
among them, and were greeted with shouts 
of “Hail.” 

The leader of the entire organisation, 
ex-Lieutenant Seldte, then mounted the 


steps of the National Gallery and 
addressed the assembly, his speech being 
carried all over the square by loud 
speakers. 


In his speech he explained the pro- 
gramme to which the steel helmeters 
pledged themselves. 


WANTS CONSCRIPTION. 

The steel helmeters, he declared, 
amid loud applause, did not recognise the 
Treaty of Versailles and the later treaties 
and agreements, and he demanded the 
restoration of conscription, declaring war 
on “all weakness and cowardice which 
desired to deprive the German people of 
their right and will to defence.’ 

The Steel Helmeters’ Organisation 
further demanded, he said, the revocation 
of the war guilt declaration, which was 
extracted from Germany by force, and 
the restoration of her old Black, White 
and Red Monarchist Flag. 

His statements, and especially the last 
one, were greeted with shouts of “ Bravo ”’ 
and applause and cheers from the ex- 
soldiers. 

A band in the balcony of the Cathedral 
then struck up a hymn, in which the Steel 
Helmeters joined, the thousands of voices 
singing together being very impressive. 


TWO MINUTES’ SILENCE. 

A twd-minute silence in memory of the 
fallen was then called for, and was 
followed by the singing of “I had a loving 
comrade’ and another hymn, and then 
four times repeated ‘‘ Deutschland Ueber 
Alles’’ (Germany Over All). 

The demonstration concluded with a 
march past of the Steel Helmeters, who 
then proceeded to their various quarters 
in the town, protected on each side by 
foot and mounted police, and cheered by 
a small crowd in the streets. 


200 ARRESTS. 


No attempts by the Communists to 
molest or interfere with the hated 
‘Fascists’? has been reported as yet, 


though the police in the course of the day 
have made two hundred arrests of civilians 
who did not obey their orders quick 
enough, or were obstreperous im other 
ways. 

Last nicht the Steel Helmeters gave a 
military display in the Berlin Stadium to 
forty thousand spectators. Bands played 
military airs, and there was a military 
tatoo, with ten thousand torches, and 
finally a display of fireworks.
